Continuation of 11. does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: rejection is maintained to be proper and has not 
been overcome by a fact based showing of new or unexpected results that is commensurate in scope with the claims. As to applicants' 
comments on the preferences of Simone, it is held that the reference shows the influence of alkyi chain length on catalytic activity and one 
looking to higher activities would be motivated to look to shorter alkyI chain lengths. Simone's preferences for a given chain length does not 
negate what is fully taught or fairly suggested by Simone's teachings. Simone's preferences do not negate what it provides in its full 
teachings, and legal error is not evident. As to applicants' comments on results, references to non-fogging/low volatility are not a 
substitution for a fact based showing of new or unexpected results. 
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
